Despite an official press com- 
munication by Government over 
the week-end on this subject-- 
maintaining that no such special 
treaty right existed any longer 
in the case of Kowloon City— 
Mr. Kwok told His Excellency 
that this was not the view of 
the Chinese Government and, 
accordingly, Chinn Was prepar- 
ing to re-establich civil jurls- 
diction there. 


Kowloon City, the oldest 
built-up area in the Colony of 
Hong Kong, is an, old walled 
town just, off Kowloon Bay im- 
mediately west of Kai Tak 
aerodrome, One of the oldest 
surviving temples in the South 
China region, the Hau Wong 
Temple, is situated here.- 


Press Articles 


Last week, certain articles 
appeared in the Chinese Press 
to the effect that’ Kowloon City 
hod a status different to that 
of. the rest of tho: Kowloon 
Peninsula and New Territorles. 
These articles maintained that 
it ‘was still Chinese. territory 
and a Chinese ofticial was quoted 
as suying that he would shortly 
open Chinese Courts there. 


Although: ‘Kowloon City’ has 
been part and_ parcel of the 
Colony of Hong Kong for nearly 
6&0 years now, the Chincse Press 
reports drew from Government 
on Saturday a spécial communt- 
que to the Press to contradict 
“theso inaccurate statements” 
and inform, the public of the 
true position: ‘

tion of 1898, under which the 
New Territorics were lensed 
from Ching‘for 99 yeara, It was 
stipulated that within the City 
_ of Kowloon the Chinese officials 
then stationed there should con-

British Territory 


Under this Convention, there. 
fore, the Government statement 
continued, Kowloon City became, 
for the period of the lense, 
“part of ‘the extended British 
territory .and came under 
British sovereignty.” 

The following year, the exer- 
else of jurisdiction in the City 
by Chinese officials was found to 
be inconsistent with military 
requirements and accordingly 
terminated. .Since that date, the 
British anthorities have main- 
tained sole jurisdiction over 
both the New Territories and 
Kowloon City. 


SHIP SINKS IN 
ATLANTIC 


Norfolk, Va., Sept, 16, 
Twenty-four Norwegian seamen 
were snatched from the 
stormy Atlantic by rescue vessels 
two days ‘after the motor tanker

London, Sept. 16. 

‘The Palestine Confer- 
ence in London adjourn- 
ed. after this morning's 
session (possibly until 
Thursday) to allow the 
Arab delegations _ to 
study the reply by Mr. 
Bevin, Foreign Secre- 
tary, to their, criticisms 
of the British .“provin- 
cial autonomy” plan for 
Palestine.

Meanwhile, wel-informed Arnab 
circles in London believe that 
there js a 50-50 chance that, a 
delegation of Palestine Arabs may, 
after all, attend the conference, 
alter yesterday’s. renewed talks 
between General Sir Alan Cun- 
ningham, High Commissioner in 
Palestine, and Jamal Hussein! of 
the Palestine Arab Higher Execu- 
tive, 

Conrultstions among Jewish or- 
ernisations were continuing today 
hut so far there is no change in 
the Jewish Agency’s unwilling 
ness to attend the conference ex- 
cept to discuss partitition. 

It Js learned that Mr. Bevin, in 
his speech, referred to the possl- 
bility of an eventual trusteeship: 
under the United Nations. There 
has becn no Arab reaction to this 
yet, 

Discussions are. sald to, be not 
sufficiently advanced for modifle 
cations to the British plan for pro- 
vinclat autonomy to be consider- 
ed, the talks havinz been confined 
to broad principles.

Shanghiai, Sept: 16. 


In the lawsitit i in which 


a Nazi prisoner awaiting 
trial for espionage, Wolf- 
gang Schenke, is suing 
Walter Rundle, manager 
of the United Press, for 
libel, the Chinese judge 
today wefused to dismiss 
the suit and adjourned 
the case to Sept. 23. 


Adjournment was ordered 
despite Rundle’s protest ' that 
plaintiff wos an enemy alfen 
whom the Chinese Government 
itself had put on the list for 
deportation, was being held 
prisoner as 9 suspect for trial:

As far as 
the Committee is concerned, the 
Paramount consideration must be 
equitability. of distribution — ac- 
cording to means, and the key to 
the correct answer lies is what 
scope any particular tax allows for 
evasion. The ‘merits of direct 
taxation as against indirect taxa- 
tion, these days scarcely justifies 
argument, yet such is Hong 
Kong that those who Urge various 
methods of increasing the revenue 
through indirect levies are able to 
make ot a sub-tantial case, Of 
course, nu programme will mect 
with universal approval. At best, 
we shall get a serics of compro- 
mises betyveen conflicting view- 
points that cannot otherwise 

a] reconciled. In such matters as 
luxury taxes, liquor and tohacco 
duties, no difficulty in reaching 
agreement is contemplated. The 
most .controversial issue will be 

{Income Tax, and since no plan 
that has been advanced in Hong 
Kong has been able to command 
Unofficial support, those who 
predict a‘negative answer. by the 
Committe are not likely to prove 
very far wrong. ‘The Financial 

-.1Secretary. will need to be more 

convincing and persunsive than 

his predecessors to break the re-

The proximity fuse is a 
marvel of engineering ingenuity 
in' miniature, 
sending and receiving appara- 
tus is packed 
cylinder only 9in, long. 

It includes also miniature 
radio valves, a 90-volt battery, 
and a contcal antenna or aerial 
in the nose. 

Tho fuse operates on a total- 
ly new principle. Earlier types 
were of two kinds, the contact 
fuso and the time fuse, 

The contact fuse had to hit 
the target, and the time fuse 
required calculations of distance 
and time of travel, introducing 
a wide margin of error. 

Cwn Calculator 


Tho VT fuse does its own 
calculating. It detonates tho 
shell automatically as soon as 
it comes within Jethal distance 
of the target-—-76 to 100ft. in 
the caso of aircraft. 

It performs this uncanny 
feat by sending out radio waves 
and receiving the reflected sig- 
nul from the target. 

immediately the shell leaves 
the gun a continuous radar sig- 
nal cones from the antenna in 
the aose. 

As the shell approaches the 
target, the signal is reflected, 
returning ag a weaker impulse 
to the receiving set, 

Within -the critical range of 
the target, the signal becomes 
strong cnough, aided by an 
amplifier, to operate a radio 
tube known as a “thyratron.”

This sends an electric cur- 
rent through a detonator which 
sects off a booster charge to ex- 
plode the shell. . 

Thus the shell “holds its fire’ 
until it is close enough to bring 
‘down the target. 

Radio engineers faced tremen- 
dous new problems in deslga- 
ing a radar set small enough to 
fit into the nose of a shell, yet 
rugged enough to withstand the 
shock of being fired from a 
high-velocity anti-aircraft gun. 

Tubes were ‘designed ‘from 
the ground up” to achieve 100 
per cent. reliability, They were 
made of ordinary glass, care- 
fully controlled for quality, 
with all strains eliminated, 

Thin Tube 

Finally a tube an inch long, 
no thicker than a pencil, mount- 
ed in synthetic rubber, with- 
stood’ firing trials, 

- Every one of the 30,000,000 
tubes made was tested in a 
centrifuge, reproducing the 
stresses of actual firing. 

Close investigation of causes 
of failure pointed the way to 
still greater improvements, 

Power for tho transmitter 
comes from a “wet" battery of 
63 zinc and carbon plates, each 
in the form of a dise with a 
hole in the middle. a 

A glass container” of acid, 
fitted in the centre cavity, gives 
a sofety factor, as well as en- 
suring indefinite storage “Ifo” 
of the battery. 

Amazing Results 

The battery remains “dead” 
until the shock of firing bursts 
the, acld container.

We are do- 
ing our best to deal with this and 
heatth authoribies are beginning a 
wholesale slaughter campaign on 
both sides of the harbour.” 

During the occupntlon ‘nothing 
was done in the way of rodent 
contro: and to make matters worse 
the general sanitary conditions 
of the Colony fell to appallingly 
low levels, The ordinary godowns 
for storing food were Jarpely re- 
placed by smaller storaye rooms 
dotted in the Colony and the com- 
bined result of this was to bring 
the raty closer to the residential 
areas. 

Dr, Ware said that there are 
now five anti rodent patrol squads 
supervising the flve malin divi- 
sional health arcas in Hong Kong 
ond Kowloon, The squads are 
made up of ten trained Chinese 
wha must first pass an official 
examination and they work un- 
der a European senior inspector. 

As the habits of the rats have 
changed since the occupation in 
that they are now more closely 
nesociated with domestic premises 
than before, the main work ‘being 
done is in the residential quarters, 
An average report shect from one 
section of Kowloon which T saw 
yesterday showed that 828 rats 
had been caught in the six days t 
up to Saturday, 

The hundredweight of arsenic 
powder which was recently flown 
here from Eneland for the pur- 
pose of rat’ killing is being used 
by the squads together with hun- 
dreds of new traps and cquipment, 
Dr. Ware sald that another 
quantity of poison ia expected to 
arrive in the Colony soon, “Now 
that we are not hampered by in- 
suffictent quantities of poison,” 
said Dr. Ware, “we are clearing 
out many of the rat “occupation” 
quarters in the city and they are 
retiring to their old haunts—

The duties of the rodent-control 
staff also Include the submission 
of recommendations to owners or 
occupiers of premiscs for rat 
proofing, protection of foodstuffs, 
reduction of harbourage, and im- 
provements in sanitation. Where 
necessary on immediate report is 
submitted for action. 


Two Species 


There are two very 
species of rats found 
Kong and Kowloon. They are 
known colloquially as — the 
“Brown” rat or s¢wer rat and the 
Bull breasted rat. Both these are 
now . living in houses in the 
Colony and - are — ocensionally 
found living further away from 
cwell'ng places, 

Il is cssentiat that the rat catch- 

ing teams know which species are 
present hefore talcing any effective 
method of destruction, sald Dr. 
Ware. ‘ 
- There are very many different 
species of raty and mice found 
practically all over the world, and 
cach onc has its own’ particular 
habits usd inode of Hving. Some 
rats prefer certain Itinds of foods 
to others: Some live mostly in 
dwelling places while others 
usually remain in the felds, This 
means that some species of rats 
can be dealt with by certain 
poisons while others require, a 
different kind. , 

Whenever any attempt is made 
to clean an Infegtation of rats an 
organised survey is carried out 
first which checks on location of 
feeding places, availability of 
water and kinds of food acces- 
sible. Where any extensive 
amount of food and harbourage 
are available there are sometimes 
nests of more than 200 rats— 
usually in places such as large re-: 
fuse tips, sewer systems, sewage 
works and slaughterhouses. 


No ‘Tinie To Waste 


As in Hong Kong there is no 
time, or opportunity, to waste on 
experimentation or methods which 
have not been proved satisfactory, 
the present system here is based 
on methods which have already 
been thoroughly tested and ap- 
proved.. When poison baiting Is 
being carried out it is sometimes 
necessary to prevent the bait be- 
ing eaten by dogs: or cats, and 
various types of special ‘containers 
are used to prevent this happen- 
ing. = 

Where rats and mice are con- 
cerned ,the famillar saying “pre- 
vention is better than cure” can- 
not be too fully applied. In Hong 
Kong's present anti-rat campaign 
the public can help a great deal 
if‘ particular attention is paid to 
the ‘storage of anything which 
could be taken by rats as food, 
and if refuse disposal—far too 
frequently eft lying -about and 
not deposited 
placed in rat proof containers.
